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Campbell 
to leave 


A new admissions officer is being 
sought to replace John B. Campbell 
who left CSF to become school relations 
officer at Cal State, Los Angeles. 


According to Ralph Bigelow, 
associate dean of students and director 
of admissions and records, Campbell, 
who was admissions officer for five 
years, left two weeks ago. ‘He will be 
sorely missed,"" Bigelow said. 


To qualify for the admissions officer, 
graduate work beyond the master’s 
degree is preferred. Asa minimum the 
applicant must have one yearpast the 
baccalaureate with further study 
planned. 


Bigelow requests that the applicant 
have five years experience in ad- 
missions and records, school or college 
teaching or guidance, or related 
professional experience. A previous 
position of professional responsibility in 
higher education is preferred. 


As far as knowledge and abilities are 
concerned, the applicant should have 
knowledge of educational systems, 
college and university organziation and 
practice. and management and 
guidance theories and practice are 
essential. In addition to this, 
knowledge of educational systems of 
other countries is desirable. 


The applicant must also have the 
ability to plan and direct work and 
supervise others effectively and 
communicated effectively — with. 
students, faculty, staff, and general 
public. 


The new admissions officer will 
recejve an annual salary of either 
$10,356 (o $12,576 or $13,644 to $16,608 in 
five steps, depending on training and 
experience. A five percent increase is 
anticipated but not yet approved, ef- 
fective July 1970. There ave vacation, 
‘compensating time off, sick leave and 
professional prerequisites as specified 
by the Trustees of the California-State 
Colleges.

Strike stops 
Stanford U. 


STANFORD (UPI)--A campus-wide 
strike brought Stanford University 
almost toa standstill Monday in protest 
against US. activity in Southeast Asia. 

It was the first general disruption of 
classes in Stanford’s history, although 
recent weeks have seen increasing 
violence on the sprawling 10,700-student 
campus. 

Demonstrators blocked entrance to 
some buildings, but there was only a 
little pushing to prevent entry by 
employes and students. Only a few 
campus policemen were on the scene, 
and they took no action against the 
protestors. 

A brief scuffle broke out in the Naval 
ROTC building when antiwar radicals 
disrupted a class. A pushing and 
shoving match ensued with ROTC 
students forcing the demonstrators out 
of the building, but the class was not 
continued. 

Folksinger Joan Baez, whose im- 
prisoned husband David Harris is a 
former Stanford student body 
president sat on a lawn with her infant 
son and urged nonviolence. 

Administrative operations were 
sharply curtailed as many employes 
were stopped by demonstrating 
students. 

Students gathered in auditoriums and 
on campus yards to discuss U.S. in- 
volvement in Southeast Asia. 

University President Kenneth S. 
Pitzer issued a statement saying 
“strong feelings are loose on this 
campus and in the nation” over the U.S. 
move into Cambodia. He urged the 
students to keep any demonstrations 
peaceful and to respect the rights of 
those who want to attend classes. 

Various department meetings were 
held at which students voted to strike. 
usually be a heavy majority. 


Department Chairman Dr. J. William 
Maxwell has announced that guest 
speaker for the dinner will be KNBC 
newsman Jess Marlow. Maxwell added 
that non-communications students and 
facultyinterestedare invited to attend. 

Plaques will be awarded to students 
in the following categories: most 
outstanding student; most oustanding 
freshman: editor. Also , the most 
outstanding in news, telecom- 
munications, advertising, public 
relations and photography. Faculty 
chairmen from each field will present 
the awards. 

Students are selected for nomination 
by the chairman of each field. The 
candidates in each area are then voted 
upon by the entire department faculty. 


Tickets can now be purchased from 
Harrict Mason in H115 at $4 per person. 
Deadline for obtaining tickets is 
Tuesday, May 12. at noon. 

The evening will begin with a cocktail 
hour at 6:30 p.m. with the banquet 
starting at 7:30 p.m. In addition to the 
presentation of awards and the main 
speech, students from each of the six 
communications fields will present 
short skits and comic awards. 

Banquet chairman Don Lombardi 
added that the hotel's discotheque will 
be available after thebanquet until 2 
a.m. Admission is free. 

The Charter House Hotel is located at 
1700 S. Harbor Blvd. in Anaheim, 
across from Disneyland. 


The candidates’ forum was scheduled 
to be held in the quad at noon = on 
Monday. At 11 a.m. a group of students 
set up a table in the spot reserved for 
the forum and began selling the 
magazine, despite an executive order 
signed by Dr. Donald Shiclds forbidding 
the sale or distribution of the 
publication. 


SMC Chairman Jim Cleair informed 
the audience, about 100 onlookers, that 
there were plainclothesmen in the quad 
and that the magazine had been banned 
by the Orange County District Attorney 
for being ‘‘obscene.”’ 


Many of the people in the audience 
walked up to the table and paid $2 for a 
copy of the booklet, which was being 
sold by a girl wearing a brown robe and 
a hood which covered her face. 


Cleair informed the people in the 
quad that the hood was worn so that she 
“ean't be busted.” 

As the time for the candidates’ 
meeting drew near the crowd in the 
quad grew to about 500. 


Cleair announced that he had gotten 
permission from “higher up” to use the 
microphone for the first 20 minutes of 
the candidates’ forum to explain “The 
People vs. Ronald Reagan.” 

He stated that the purpose of the 
booklet is to raise money for the 
defense of students and faculty 
arrested at CSF during recent 
disruptions. 

A member of the New University 
Council of the University of California 
at Irvine spoke to the crowd, strongly 
critizing President Richard Nixon’s 
action in ordering American troops into 
Cambodia. 

AS Senator Ted Schoneberger ad- 
dressed the crowd, stating the issuc has 
sexual overtones. “The administration 
is trying to prove its manhood by 
screwing the students.” 

At 12:20 p.m. members of the AS 
elections board interrupted 
Schoneberger and informed Cleair that 
the 20 minute allotment was over. 


Members of the elections board then 
began exchanging shouts and claims of 
ownership with the students involved in 
selling the magazine. :

State senate extends 
jurisdiction for police 


The California State Senate passed a 
bill Friday which, if passed by the 
Assembly, will extend the jurisdiction 
of state college policemen to within one 
mile of the campuses.

security, said, ‘Pean't see that this has 
any real great help for us Maybe it will 
help someone but it probably won't 
fause any changes in our operations.” 

In related action, the Senate passed 
another bill by Cologne to place state 
college, Universiiy of Cabfornia and 
school district security police within the 
category of peace officers in regard to 
increased penalties for persons who 
committ assault and battery or 
aggravated assault on them. This bill

Guard kills 
four in Ohio 


KENT, OHIO (UPI)--Four students 
were shot to death on the Kent State 
Ur -‘¥ campus Monday when 
“ . Guardsmen, believing a 
snigy ‘nad attacked them, fired into a 
erat. of rioting anti-war protesters. 

It was the nation’s most violent 
confrontation since the peace drive 
began. 

Al least 11 persons were wounded, 
three critically, before order was 
restored and the university shut down 
for at least a week. 

Students and National Guard officials 
gave differing versions of what 
triggered the gunfire, but the guard 
admitted no warning was given that the 
troops would begin firing their semi- 
aulomatic rifles. 

The battle began after about 1,000 
demonstrators, defying an order not to 
assemble, rallied on the commons at 
the center of the trec-lined campus. 
Guardsmen moved in and fired tear gas 
grenades at the mob which broke and 
ran. 

The protesters then regrouped and 
confronted about 300 guardsmen on a 
practice football field The students, 
now numbering ¢,500,-charged down a 
hill and pelted the troops with rocks. 
Guardsmen exhausted their supply of 
tear gas. Students, who tossed back the 
eannislers, surrounded the troops on 


, three sides. 
Then. according to S.T. Del Corso, ° 


slate adjuntant general, ‘‘a sniper 
opened fire against the guardsmen 
from a nearby rooftop.” 

Del Corso, who is in Columbus, the 
state sapital, maintained contact with 
the troops through Brig. Gen. Robert 
Kanterbury, who commanded the 
guard force on campus. 

Kanterbury said the students were 
given no warning before the shooting 
started, 

Student eyewitnesses said they did 
not hear any gunfire before the guard- 
smen began shooting.

actions of CSF’s administration since 
the magazine appeared on campus 
April 27. 

He said that the administration 
submitted copies of the magazine to 
the District Attorney's office and to the 
legal staff of the Chancellor’s office for 
a review. 


The purpose of the review was to 
determine if the publication was, by 
legal definition. obscene. Shields stated 
that the administration had decided 
that no action would be taken by 
campus authorities until the magazine 
was declared obscene. 

That action came Thursday, April 30, 
when the District Attorney's office 
issued complaints against Bruce 
Church and Cyril Epstein for 
distributing obscene material. 

Three counts filed 

Three counts of distributing were 
filed against Church, along with one 
complaint of using a minor to distribute 
obscene material. Epstein was 
charged with one count of distributing. 


Shields said that the college was 
bound by the Education Code and by 
Trustees Guidelines to act in ac- 
cordance with any civil action. 

This meant that the order to suspend 
sales had to be made. A statement 
from the administration suspending 
sales of the magazine was distributed to 
faculty and students Monday. 


Shields said that the administration 
contacted the Chancellor's legal staff to 
ask if a restraining order could be 
issued if sales continued. 

He received a telephone call, he 
continued, at about 1:50 p.m. Friday. 
The call was from the legal staff and he 
was informed a restraining order was 
not a possibility. 

Misdemeanor charge 

The position of the college, therefore, 
he said, is that if anyone sells a 
magazine on the campus the college 
must issue a misdemeanor charge and 

* proceed through the civil authorities 
action. 


Shields added that if the magazine is 
sold off campus the college will not take 
action, although the civil authorities 
have stated that they will continue to 
file complaints. 

The process of filing complaints does 
not include arrest. The District At- 
torney’s office will simply let the 
complaints build up until such time as a 
hearing can be scheduled. At that time 
the courts will hear evidence and 
decide whether a law has been broken. 

Shields added that during a 
discussion with concerned students 
Friday morning it was suggested that 
the magazines be sold off campus and 
the money collected on campus. This, 
he said, would not require the college to 
take any action. 


Dr. Julian Foster asked what could 
be done if people felt that the District 
Attorney had made charges that would 
not stand up in court. A member of the 
council suggested that those people 
should be arrested, convicted and then 
appeal the decision. 

Shields pointed out that the com- 
plaints were being made against those 
who sold the magazine, not those who 
produced it. 

A student in the audience asked what 
would happen _ if the admin-

Laborers’ union 
strike hits CSF 


A Southern California-wide labor 
strike has stopped work on two CSF 
buildings currently under construction. 
The Laborers Union of the AFL-CIO 
went on strike Monday after 
negotiations broke off Friday. No new 
talks are planned. 


The CSF buildings affected are the 
new Adminstration-Business Building 
and the Engineering Building. 


According to prcketer Romie Aleazar 
of Orange Country Local 652 of the 
Laborers, Hod Carriers. and Main- 
tenance Workers Union. the strikers 
are seeking pay increases of $1.50 per 
hour. Management has offered an 
increase of 70 cents per hour. Workers 
currently earn $4.14 per hour 


According to Alcazar the 35,000 
member umon wants the increase 
because of the rising cost of living.

About once a year I get the nagging desire 
to compile a column comprised of current 
issue potpourri.

If you as a reader relish examples of grainy blow-ups and washed out 
photography, then ‘The People” may asuage your hunger. Although it may be 
unfair to say that publication fell far short of quality, it is sufficient to say that 
finer typography and reproduction has been accomplished on ransom notes. 

The interior of the magazine is for the for the most part a regurgitation of the 
photography that appeared at one time or another in the Daily Titan. The small 
amount of copy that appears and the 57 words adorning the inside pages was 
produced on the same equipment that produces the Titan. Suffice it to say that the 
impoverished student lacking the funds to pay the $2 for magazine and cover, 
might glean the same photos from back issues of the Daily Titan, cut out the ac- 
companying short word messages, take an Instamatic shot of a bunch of his 
friends sans clothes (to equate with the controversial dust jacket) and paste it all 
up ina loose-leaf filler paper for approximately 11 cents. A net saving of $1.89. 

From the scanty bit of information in written form, one can deduce that the 
publication purports to show the cause celebre for ‘‘the people” in its recent 
skirmishes with the forces of Governor Ronald Reagan. There the magazine 
leaves the realm of the magazine and becomes an instrument of public relations, 
or as one hears it in the business, ‘‘a scam sheet”.

Council dissent voice

As a member and vice-chairman of the 
Faculty Council of California State College, 
Fullerton, I feel that I must publicly indicate 
that there were some of us who did not vote in 
favor of the resolutions which were passed by 
the council on Friday afternoon, May 1, 1970.

The second adopted resolution ca’led for the 
council's solicitation of funds from faculty to 
develop a free speech fund for any student 
who might be charged. Both of these 
resolutions played right into the hands of 
those seeking confrontation and violent!

To argue 
that this is an issue of free speech is like some 
who would argue the principle of law and

Scoring in the tirst quarter was 
completed when Terry McLean 
scampered into the end zone 
from 11 yards out and minutes 
later kicker Craig Hiatt converted 
a 25-yard field goal. 

At the half the score was 19-0. 

As the third quarter got un- 
derway, Jaramillo got the ‘‘White”’ 
team on the score board when he 
converted a broken play into a 59- 
yard touchdown. Clem Crum ,a 
starter for the ‘‘Whites,”’ ran in the 
extra point to narrow the gap to 11 
points. 

The Ernst-led ‘‘Blues’’ came 
right back with eight points on a 49- 
yard pass play from Ernst to 
Tyrone Perry. (Perry was also on 
the receiving end of the bomb that 
started the scoring earlier in the 
evening.) 

Scoring for the evening was 
capped by a Jaramillo-Oscar 
Mims _ pass that went 26 yards. 

For the “Blues,” Ernst com- 
pleted 10 of 13 passes for 183 yards 
and two touchdowns. Perry caught 
six passes for 162 yards. Len 
Gaeta, a halfback, rushed for 39 
yards in eight attempts for an 
average of 4.9 per carry. 

The “Blue” defense had a good 
night too. It allowed only two 
touchdowns all evening. One came 
on a broken play and the other 
came when the outcome was no 
longer in doubt. Linebackers 
Finch Sterling and Tom Lingo 
sparked the effort. 

Jaramillo led the ‘‘White’’ squad 
with 133 yards total offense. Crum 
rushed for 50 yards in nine at- 
tempts--an average of 5.6 yards per 
carry.
